SYMBOLS 

This  morning  I watched  on  TV,  Ruth  St. 
Dennis  and  Ted  Shawn,  two  dancers  who  have 
made  people  aware  through  many  years  of  the 
spirituality  that  the  body  can  convey  and  sym- 
bolize. Her  incense  dance  symbolized  aspira- 
tions, rising  with  the  filmy  undulations  of 
incense  smoke,  being  so  sensitive  to  any  slight 
movement  in  the  atmosphere  about  it.  His  dance 
was  an  interpretation  of  the  spirit  of  St.  Francis 
of  Assisi.  He  opened  his  arms  wide  to  embrace 
all  of  life  and  be  grateful  for  it;  he  prostrated 
himself  on  the  earth  and  raised  his  arms  to 
heaven. 

Friends  also  lean  on  symbols.  Phoenix 
Friends  Meeting  built  its  room  for  worship  with 
an  open  glass  wall  facing  Squaw  Peak  Mountain, 
with  the  path  winding  up  its  steep  and  rocky 
sides.  We  hold  our  dear  ones  “up  to  the  light.” 
Yet  now  our  children  are  learning  that  there 
is  really  no  up  or  down.  And  light,  they  are 
taught,  has  so  many  uses;  it  can  break  or  build, 
kill  or  cure,  blind  or  brighten. 


“If  I say,  ‘Let  only  darkness  cover  me,  and 
the  light  about  me  be  night,*  even  the  darkness 
is  not  dark  to  Thee;  the  night  is  bright  as  day; 
for  the  darkness  is  as  light  with  Thee.**  (Psalm 
139,  verses  11-12) 

Will  children  continue  to  use  the  old  sym- 
bols? Or  what  new  ones  will  have  meaning  for 
them? 

God  is  no  longer  an  old  white-haired  man  in 
the  sky.  Who  is  he?  Am  I still  His  child?  What 
am  I? 

Do  symbols  lead  and  direct  men  to  worship 
God?  Or  do  we  have  a sense  of  awareness  of  our 
own  relatedness  to  God,  and  then  create  symbols 
to  express  it? 

Perhaps  symbols  can  lead  us  to  discover 
meanings  in  our  lives.  If  there  is  no  longer  any 
real  meaning  in  a symbol  in  terms  of  present 
knowledge,  it  may  lead  to  a dead  end,  emptiness. 
Why  not  find  a new  one,  an  alive  one?  The 
search  means  an  inquiry  into  the  experience  of 
Life,  not  just  about  Life.  It  can  mean  that  new 
patterns  in  symbols  will  arise  out  of  the  in- 
quirer’s knowledge  of  himself  and  Life  and  God. 

Maybe  the  dancers  of  tomorrow  will  reach  out 
in  all  directions  instead  of  up,  to  symbolize 
growth  toward  God.  Maybe  artists  will  see  en- 
lightenment with  new  eyes  and  express  it  in  new 
and  unusual  ways. 

Martha’s  final  hoarse  cry  in  Albee’s  play 
Who*s  Afraid  of  Virginia  Woolf  — “/  am!  I am!” 
— was  certainly  symbolic  to  me  of  humility  and 
her  potential  salvation.  Yet  many  people  going 
to  see  this  harsh,  sophisticated  play  would  be 
moved  by  it,  I think,  who  would  never  be  moved 
by  my  symbolic  translation.  And  they  would  not 
be  moved  by  any  religious  discussion  at  all. 
Then,  can  the  theater  not  be  as  true  a place 
of  spiritual  communication  between  God  and  man 
as  a Meeting  House?  Or  is  it  not  apt  to,  since 
we  do  not  go  there  anticipating  spiritual  growth? 

Are  we  prepared  to  experience  with  the  aid 
of  the  artist’s  fresh  symbols?  Will  we,  perhaps, 
resist  them? 

“How  precious  to  me  are  Thy  thoughts,  0 
God!  How  vast  is  the  sum  of  them!  If  I would 
count  them,  they  are  more  than  the  sand.** 
(Psalm  139,  verses  17-18)
